This Agreement of Merger, dated as of the Jg^ day of September,|j&99 
("Merger Agreement). bet\veen \Cisco Systems, Inc/ a California corporation ("Acquiror' 1 ), and 
TransMedia Communications, Inc., a Delaware corporation ("Target"). 

RECITALS 

A. Target was incorporated in the State of Delaware on December 16, 1997 
and on the date hereof has outstanding 6,286,262 shares of Common Stock ("Target Common 
Stock"), and 7,560,000 shares of Series A Preferred Stock and 5,750,000 shares of Series B 
Preferred Stock (collectively the "Target Preferred Stock," and together with the shares of Target 
Common Stock, the "Target Shares)."
